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INTRODUCTION   TO  PART  I. 

In  presenting  in  book  form  the  accompanying 
designs  of  houses  which  have  appeared  from 
time  to  time  in  The  Ladies'  Home  Journal,  it  is, 
perhaps,  desirable  that  a  word  of  explanation 
from  me  should  accompany  them. 

The  articles  were  designed  to  be  of  aid  in 
the  building  of  small  homes,  the  designing  oi 
which  is  too  frequently  left  to  builders  or 
others  ignorant  of  architecture  as  an  art,  and 
not  always  skilled  in  using  to  the  best  advan- 
tage the  space  available.  In  their  magazine 
publication  the  articles  found  an  acceptance  as 
testified  by  the  fact  that  over  500  houses  were 
built  in  one  year  from  the  plans  given.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  book  form  the  plans  may  con- 
tinue to  prove  of  value  to  prospective  house- 
builders.  Moreover,  it  is  hoped  that  they 
may  stimulate  the  demand  for  good  plans,  and 
so  prove  of  benefit  to  architects  at  large  ;  for, 
as  has  been  urged  in  the  articles,  they  are  in 
no  sense  intended  to  take  the  place  of  the  ser- 
vices of  a  trained  architect.  Each  house  is  a 
problem  requiring  the  best  skill  of  an  expert, 


none  more  so  than  the  small  house  which  must 
be  inexpensive,  yet  which  is  desired  to  be 
just  as  artistic  as  the  largest. 

In  attempting  to  fix  a  limit  to  the  cost  of  any 
house,  a  certain  divergence  must  be  allowed 
for  on  account  of  the  variations  in  wages  and 
cost  <)(  material  in  different  localities.  There 
are  certain  places  where  these  prices  are 
abnormally  high  and  others  where  they  are 
abnormally  low,  neither  of  which  would  be 
proper  to  take  as  a  basis  for  calculation  over 
such  a  wide  territory  as  the  circulation  of  a 
magazine  or  a  book  cover.  In  the  estimates 
given  the  purpose  has  been  to  strike  the  fair 
mean  ;  and  that  this  has  been,  in  a  degree, 
successfully  done  finds  evidence  in  the  letters 
received  from  those  who  have  built  the  houses 
described  in  this  book.

The  Kitchen  shonld  lie  well  li<dited 
and  ventilated,  espeeiallv  near  the  ran<u' 
and  the  siid<,  and  shonld  1h'  so  arran<fed 
that  the  work  may  Ir?  readily  and  easily 
<lone. 

All  the  bedrooms  shonhl  have  lart^e 
windows  and  snllieient  sj.aee  for  bed, 
bureau,  washstand,  and  chairs,  as  well 
as  [rood  ch>set   room. 

The  alcove  in  the  main  liedroom  Lnvi:i(»- 
access  to  the  child's  room,  I  have  found 
ii  very  satisfactory  arrantremeiit,  as  it 
makes  comnuniieation  U'tween  the  rooms 
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williiiut  their  (i|i('iiiiit;'  diicctly  into  cjich 
(itlicr.  Tlic  (■!(  set  ill  this  I'oniii,  Imi^c 
enough  to  .ui\»'  aiiiplc  hiiiii^iii^-iodiii  iiiid 
shfh  iiiL;'.  iiiui  accoiiniKKliitiiit;'  a  trunk  as 
^\•t'll,  is  another  ureal  a(hlitioii  to  it. 

The  hathrooiii  [iioperly  claims  iiiiuli 
eaie.  not  tiiat  il  may  he  niaih'  t;'(»ij4'eoiis 
with  tiling'  and  stained  ^lass,  nor  that 
it  need  necessarily  he  very  lai'u'e.  lint  it 
must  contain  ^ood  o])en  lixtures  witii 
all  pipinn'  exposed  and  cverytliiiii;'  aliont 
it  ch-aiialile.  'I'lie  larn'c  linen-closet 
across  the  entry  «h>es  away  with  the 
iiecessitx'  ot  an\  hathroom  tdoscL  e.xccjit 
a  small  wall-cnphoard. 

The  hcatiiiu'  of  the  house  is  almost  as 
important  as  tiie  plumhinn'  in  a  sanitary 
wa\.  and  nnl'ortuiiatcly  most  of  our 
houses  are  hadly  heated.  Willi  the 
heatiiit;'  arraiiLi'ements  usually  provided 
we  are  compelled  either  to  s^'o  cold  or 
1»reatlie  incinerated  air.  mainly  hccause 
of  a  healer  tim  small  to  <lo  the  Mork 
rcijuired  of  it. 

A  heater  should  Liivc.  not  a  little  hot 
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iiir,  but  a  \nv'^c  volunic  nf  pure  wai'in 
air,  and  it  is  iint  lu'ccssarv  tu  oo  to  the 
cxpfiiso  lit  a  steam  or  hot-water  phiiit 
in  the  ordiiiarv  house  to  net  this  ri'sult, 
as  a  n'odd  portable  hot-air  t'uruaee  Avith  a 
duet  for  fresli  outside  air  will  do  the  work 
and  do  it  well,  with  proper  attention,  it" 
oidy  it  he  lari;'e  enough.  It  is  nuieh  niori' 
econoniieal,  both  in  ooal  and  wear  and 
tear  of  furnaee.  to  inn  a  low  lire  in  a 
large  furnaee  than  a  forced  tire  in  a 
small  one,  and  the  diffi-renee  in  tirst  cost 
is  not  great  enougli  to  l»e  eonsidered. 

As  to  lighting',  few  of  oui*  suburbs  are 
wilh(tut  ek'etiie  light  or  gas,  and  if  vou 
have  the  ehoiee,  by  all  lut-ans  use  elee- 
trie  light;  it  is  somewhat  more  eostly  to 
|iut  in,  but  if  used  with  moderate  care 
is  not  an  expensive  luxury. 

The  interior  finish  shotdd  be  veiy 
sim[)le,  as  any  attempt  at  elaboration  in 
niodeiate-e<»st  houses  means  tawdrint-s. , 
and  good  narntw  mouldings  without  cor- 
ner blocks  or  ginger])read  work  of  any 
kind  a<ld  nnieh  to  the  charm  of  a  room.

Tlio  finish  of  liall,  Jiviiig-room,  and 
(liniiiiT-jooni  nmy  he  of  chestnut  or  of 
rvd  oak,  — at  no  gmit  cost  if  i>lain,  and 
wlicn  stained  and  linislied  witli  wax 
w  ill  he  veiy  serviceable,  as  the  etVeet  of 
Wear  will  not  he  seen.  The  rest  of  the 
house  should  he  finis  led  in  white  pine, 
either  natural,  stained,  or  painted,  as 
the  color  scheme  of  the  room  mav 
recpiiie. 

Vnv  the  roof  use  in  picference  to 
anything  else  cedar  shingles  unstained, 
Irtiing  them  take  their  own  beautiful 
giav  tone;  hut  it' you  must  have  stains, 
use  only  some  one  of  the  estahlished 
niakes  and  avoid  the  painters'  "just  as 
good"  substitutes,  which  aro  usually 
just  as  bail  as  jiossihle.  |Jy  combiiung 
a  little  stone  work  in  base,  jxirch,  walls, 
and  chimneys,  with  '.lalf-timber  work 
and  plaster,  a  look  of  solidity  is  given 
that  the  ordinary  fiauie  house  (h)es  not 
possess.

The  linish  on  the  outside  can  he 
jiainted  any  color  to  harmoni/e. — pre- 
lerahly  a  cream  white;  the  sujiports  on 
the  veranda,  w  ith  the  dooi's  and  sasjies, 
a  dark  L;reen.

Tlif  construction  of  the  fnrnace  should 
he  such  that  the  onterinq-  air  does  not 
collie  into  contact  with  the  lire-[int, 
where  it  has  the  life  hnrnt  out  of  it,  and 
heconies  mixed  with  yas  which  leaks 
throiit,di  cracks  or  joints  in  the  lire 
chainlior. 

I  have  dwell  upon  this  pnint  l)ccause 
it  is  almost  always  lost  sii;ht  of.  Owners 
of  houses  almost  always  insist  upon  san- 
itary plumhin^',  hut  seldum  on  sanitary 
heatiuii',  which  is  (piite  as  important  a 
ctinsideratioii  from  a  sanitary  point  t»f 
view.  I'ntjH'r  ventilation  in  the  cellar 
is  an  ahsolute  necessity.  All  provisions 
should  he  put  into  separate  eomi»art- 
iiieiits.  or  else  a  separate  cdld-aii  chamher 
may  h(!  built  having-  an  outside  window, 
which  should  be  left  open,  and  eoniieet- 
iii<'  with  the  air  inlet  of  the  furnace.

'I'lic  naiinw  oallciv  s<»  often 
rnnnint;  around  such  houses  is  ])iaeti- 
eallv  \v(»rthh'ss  as  a  sittino-])oi(  h,  and  is 
usuallv  W'^W  in  itself,  and  made  more  so 
1)V  jio-saw  work.

The  plan  for  the  interior  obviates  the 
fonnuon  (U-feet  of  having-  to  i-o  throuuh 
either  tiie  liviny'-voom  or  dininy-room  to 
reaeh  the  kiteheii.  and  by  the  arraiip'- 
nu-nt  of  stairs  and  pantry  cuts  off  the 
kiteheu.  with  its  noise  and  suiell,  from 
the  living'  part  of  the  house.

1:>1.     Ornamental  liinj^es  are  here  used 
with  o'ood  eiVeet.    'Jliese  may  l)e  cut  fiom 
hrass  or  iron,  or  sawed  froiu  tliin  wood 
and  tihuMl  to   the  door.

they  should  l)e  painted  hiaek  to  contrast 
in  color  with  the  woodwctrk.

Ordinaiy  colored  or  stained 
fjlass  in  a  front  door  looks  pi-eteiitions, 
and  yives  a  cheap,  ready-made  eit'eet  very 
ohjectionahle.  It'  phiin  clear  ylass  in 
jiretty  forms  is  selected,  a  colored  silk 
curtain  or  even  white  Swiss  can  he  hunijf 
inside  the  <loor  to  sert>en  the  hall  from 
ohservation.

On  pa^e  l4o  is  anolhei'  cxiunplo  of 
raised  oniainentatiou  in  Eni[>ire  style. 
A  plain  door  in  dark  material,  either 
natural  or  painted,  studded  with  brass 
nails. 

A  doul)le  door  in  which  a  hnv^  panel 
of  plate  glass  is  used  on  each  side  and 
an  iron  giille  is  placed  below  is  sh(»wn 
on  page  145.  This  grille  is  \n\t  on 
inside,  and  just  clears  the  glass.  It  may 
be  put  on  outside  the  glass  with  e(iually 
good  effect.  It  affords  necessary  pro- 
tection to  the  long  panels. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
any  material  used  in  construction  in- 
tended to  stand  the  weather  must  he 
thoroughly  seasoued  and  then  oiled  or 
])ainted.  Ortiaments  if  glued  to  a  siu'- 
face  necessitate  a  thorough  drying  1h'- 
fore  being  painted.  Old  dooi-s  which 
have  been  exposed  are  ftlways  preferable 
If  they  can  be  utilized.  TIk^  advice  and 
assistance  of  a  good  cabinet-maker  is 
really  most  essential  to  pievent  subse- 
quent warping  and  shrinking  in  a  door.

Tlie  larne  itiiiics  of  i-lass  in  manv 
cases  have  been  sn[Hihinted  by  the 
small  iind  ornamental  shapes,  and  the 
sashes  swinn'  ontward  on  hinges.  The 
snbslitntion  of  a  new  sash  in  a  win- 
do  w-open  in, i;-  is  a  matter  of  no  dilli- 
eulty,  neither  is  the  eonstrnetion  of  n 
shelf  ontside  of  an  ordinary  win(h)W,  tu 
be  enclosed  in  i^lass  for  the  cultivation 
of  flowers.  The  couveuience  of  a  good, 
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l)ioa(l  window-seat  is  apparent.  It  adds 
imuh  to  one's  comfort,  ;tinl  ulicii  tlic 
scat  is  outsido  or  hfydiid  tin-  liiuf  ui 
the  wall  it  gives  an  ctlocl  ui  space  to 
tlic  roniu. 

()(l(l-sliii[K'(l  w  in(l(»\v-ii|ii'niii^s  liclp  to 
fiiniisli  a  riHiiii.  Sdiiicthiics  a  Ioiil;'  and 
hari'iMi  wall  space  is  iiinst  siici csstMlly 
treated  Itv  ItiealiiiL;  in  its  stretch  some- 
where a  cinuihii'  or  oval  window  with 
leaded  n'l ass.  A  [)retty  design  in  cdlored 
i;lass  will  have  more  value  tioiii  a  <Ieco- 
rative  point  of  view  than  any  picture  or 
pieeu  of  l)rie-Ji-l)rae.  A  daik,  luiinteicst- 
imi;"  collier  may  he  made  the  most 
charminin' s[tot  in  a  roum,  as  the  mellow 
lit»ht  percolatt's  through  the  opalescent 
o-lass. 

A  window  place<l  hii^h  ciioul^Ii  ahovi^ 
tin'  tloor  to  iK-conuuodate  hciicath  it  a 
writing-desk  or  hook-tase  solves  the 
prohlcm  of  li-^ht  and  air  without  taking- 
up  valuable  wall  space.  The  elu-ery 
effect  of  ii  few  potted  plants  placed  in 
the  opening  relieves  the  monotony  of

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(3onvfntioiial  decoration,  and  gives  the 
note  of  life  and  wanntli  so  essential. 
When  a  gli'ss  enclosure  is  Imilt  outside 
a  window  and  lilled  with  elaniherinjr 
vines,  the  eharin  of  country  and  green 
leaves  is  approximated  even  in  the  midst 
of  city  walls  and  th  j  gloom  of  a  winter's 
day. 

The  drapery  of  a  window  offers  an 
op{)ortunity  for  much  ingenuity  and  a 
display  of  individuality.  The  long, 
stuffy  [)lush  curtains,  so  nuich  in  vogue 
several  years  ago,  have  given  way  to 
the  dainty  lace  and  Swiss  fabrics.  The 
lower  sash  curtains,  unless  desirahle 
for  excluding  the  impertinent  ga/.e  of 
strangers,  are  undesirable.  A  si-reen 
of  i»lants  is  inlinitely  piettier.  Cur- 
tains of  tlowered  or  striped  denim, 
cretomie  or  cliintz,  on  small  rods,  and 
just  long  enough  to  reach  to  the  lK)ttoni 
of  tlie  window-fiame,  are  unostentatious 
and  ap[»ropriate  foi-  summer  houses  or 
sleeping  rooms.  Washable  cuitains  are 
preferable,  and  should  be  laundered 
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frc(iuoiitlv,  especially  in  a  rinsty  local- 
ity. Two  Sets  tlicii  becoine  necessary 
for  a  cliaii,<,'e,  l)Ut  ilu;  cliaiin  of  variety 
amply  repays  this  extra  expense. 

In  regard  to  the  s(»-calle(l  staineil 
<^'lass  offeretl  for  sah'  in  stock  designs, 
not  nuich  can  lu;  said.  .\s  a  rule.  th«' 
harsh  and  discordant  colors  employed 
l>y  the  manufacturers  are  offensive  to 
the  eve  and  ai'c  not  to  l)e  reconnueiidecl. 
Simple  Avliite  leaded  ulass.  in  diamond 
or  ohloui^  sha[)es.  is  better. 

Much  care  should  he  taken  in  selcct- 
ini;'  colors,  and  the  Ljeneral  scheme  of 
decoration  in  a  room  should  always  he 
taken  into  consideration.  Home-made 
effects  may  he  ohtained  Ity  ilahhiny 
transparent  varnishes  of  different  tints 
on  to  plain  ^lass  and  afterward  outlin- 
iiiL;'  the  shaju's  witli  a  line  of  hlack 
]iaiut.  to  imitate  the  Icadinn".  A  soft 
]iad  ot  cotton  is  used  for  tliis  jmrposi'. 
The  \arnish  is  smeared  on  to  a  hard, 
flat  surface,  and  a  -uriicieut  ([uautitv 
taken  up  by  the  dahher  to  transfer 
i7i 
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cvfiily  to  the  design  in  a  thin,  translu- 
cent lilm.  If  put  on  to  the  glass  with 
a  brnsli,  the  coating  of  varnish  cannot 
Ik;  griiduated  in  tone,  and  it  will  he 
dillicult  to  overcome  the  hrush  marks.

Fou  tliose  who  live  iu  cities  and 
towns,  iiiul  are  fond  of  Nature  in  her 
brightest  aspect,  there  is  no  more  enjoy- 
able and  inexpensive  way  of  passing'  a 
suinnier  liolichiy  than  in  a  eabin  or  tent 
under  the  shade  of  forest  trees.  Here 
are  to  be  found  coinjdete  ehangc  of 
environment  and  of  living,  perfect  tran- 
(jnillity,  absolute  rest  ami  health,  and 
inununily  from  business  cares  and  so- 
eial  duties;  J'ere,  also,  one  may  follow 
the  bent  of  his  inclinations  witiiout 
hindranee. 

Ju  arranging  f()r  a  sunnner  home  in 
the  woods  the  selection  of  a  site  is  of 
first  importance.  Unless  one  is  genu- 
inely iu  love  with  Nature  and  wants 
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ii(»  otlier  c'diiipiinioiisliiji,  iind  Km  family 
is  similarly  cMiitfiil,  tiic  cabiu  should 
1)1  icariMl  or  llic  triit  j)itc-liL'(l  ou  soiin' 
spot  not  too  iiia(i(S>iljlf,  tor  oiu'  ot 
hiisv  lialiils  is  apt  to  tiud  the  solitude 
of  the  I'orest  somewhat  oi)i)i'essive  alter 
the  novelty  of  his  suirouu(Uii_ins  has 
worn  away,  and  he  1oul;s  for  tlie  com- 
panionship ol  his  friends. 

There  will  also  come  the  desire  to 
have  iln'  daily  mail,  so  tin'  tent  or  eahin 
should  not  he  erected  too  far  away 
from  tlu'  village  post-ol'licc.  Then,  too, 
supplies  of  fo(»d  will  need  replenishiuy-, 
and  this  will  he  ren<lered  very  dil'licult 
if  the  I'ailroad  oi'  the  steamboat  landin<f 
is  not  near  at  hand,  llathei'  select  a 
s|)ot  that  is  just  sui'licieiuly  removed 
from  the  liiL^hways  of  tiav(d  to  escape 
the  annoyances  thereof,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  afford  perfe<d  seclusion, 
\  t't  (dose  enough  to  make  available  their 
conveniences. 

In    the  lirst   plaee,  one   should  make 
sure  that  he  likesi  the  neii^hborhood  and 
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siiiTounflinijfS  of  tlie  sitc^  for  Ms  pro- 
siH'ctive  suinnioi'  lutinc.  Tlu'  best  test 
of  this  is  to  spend  niic  sciisoii  in  a  tent 
there.  If,  at  the  end  of  this  initial 
sojourn,  one  finds  tliat  the  hu'ality  is 
as  pleasant  and  well  adii[)ted  as  he 
imagined  it  to  be,  it  is  tlien  [)rudent  to 
build  a  eabin  in  readiness  for  the  en- 
suing' year.  In  this  partienlar  a  eanvas 
tent  has  its  advanta<]res  over  a  struetun; 
built  of  tindx-r.  inasniueh  as  it  is  port- 
able, and  witli  it  one  may  easily  chaii>>'e 
his  place  of  habiiation  each  sununer. 
Hut  those  who  succeed  in  securiuLj  a 
location  to  their  likinj,'  are  not  disposed 
to  seek  a  chano-e,  but  are  glad  to  return 
to  their  summer  retreat  season  after 
season. 

Sutlicient  ground  on  which  to  pitch  a 
tent  may  usually  be  had  almost  for  the 
asking,  and  enough  for  a  cabin  and  sur- 
roundings for  a  very  small  sum,  so  the 
outlay  in  that  direction  is  inconsiderable 
at  most.  The  site  for  a  summer  home 
of  this  kind  should  cond)ine  the  attrac- 
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tivo  boiiutios  of  wood  aiul  water.  T!u> 
trees  will  otter  a  cool  retreat  l)y  day, 
and  from  over  the  water  in  the  eveuinj^'S 
will  come  the  bree/.es  ^uatefnlly  tem-

Tlioro  aru  a  kitclaii  and 
a  liviiig-rooni  on  t lie  tir-t  fl"or,  in  adilition  to  storairi'-rixjin  and  a 
Iiorth,  wliili'  llio  .-I'lonil  floor  contains  tliroe  liedrooim  of  , i 
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perod.  Besides,  tlio  wator  offers  such 
•  'xliilavatiuy-  diveisions  as  boatiiit;',  l>atli- 
lu-r.  and  iisliiujT,  and  thus  averts  the 
prohahility  of  one's  life  heeoniiui;-  monot- 
onous, and  also  lends  eharniing  variet}' 
to  tlie  landscape. 

The  best    cabin   site,    therefore,    that 
can  be  chosen  is  the    shore  of  a  lake  oi 
l)esid(^    a    stream.     In    makino-   .such     a 
selection,    however,    the    liability    of   a 
rnnniufT  stream  to  overflow  its  l)anks  in 
the  event  of  heavy  mins  must  be  taken 
into  c»msiderat'-on,  and  the  home  set  up 
bevond   the    possible  dancrer   of   floods. 
As  a  matter  of  course,  a  heavily  wooded 
spot  will  be  chosen,  but  one  should  not 
be  lured  l)y  the  cool  of  the  forest  into 
rearing-  his  little  temple  in  the  heart  of 
the  wilderness.     IJctter  build  it  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  woods  than  in  the  midst 
of  them.     Katlu'r  have  it  on  the  edge  of 
a  woodcil  cojise,  with  a  spr"adingtree  oi 
two  Isetwccn  its  front  and  the  <»pen.     In 
the  parching-  days  of  sunnner  the  siyht 
of  the  risintx  and  setting-  sun  will  be  a 
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Comfort  in  Tent  and  Cabin 


(U'li^ht,  and  the  gloom  of  the  forest  at 
night  will  bo  rt-lifved  by  the  light  of 
the  moon  and  stars.  Even  a  morning 
sun-hatii  will  not  In;  amiss.  The  sun 
will  also  k(H'i)  the  cabin  hialthl'nl. 

An  elevation  slujuld  always  be  ehosen 
lor  a  eabiii  site.  If  Nature  has  not 
reared  such  a  mound,  a  man  with  a 
shovel  can  build  one  of  secure  and  sulH- 
cient  height.  The  breezes,  in  conse- 
queiu'e,  will  lind  the  sunnner  home 
tlie  more  readily,  and  the  sinfaci;  water 
will  pass  off  harmlessly.  A  shallow 
trench,  say  eighteen  inches  across  the 
top.  will  further  expedite  the  passing  of 
the  water  after  a  heavy  storm,  and,  if 
encircling  the  cal>in,  will  also  serve  as  a 
barrier  against  the  near  ap[)roaeh  ol' 
forest  lires,  which  are  not  infrequent  if 
the  season  should  be  dry. 

Any  one  who  has  lived  in  these  sum- 
mer retreats  will  recommend  that  the 
cooking  lu.'  done  in  ashed  or  tt'Utajiart 
from  the  cabin  pro[)er.  Heat,  insects,  and 
unpleasant  odois  are  avoided  theri'i»y. 
iby 
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111  luiiUli)!*;-  a  rahin  it  is  well  to  ro- 
iiifiiilHT  that  tlu'ii!  aiv  niiiiiy  .ulvuiitaircs 
ill  1k!\  iiiir  it  two  storii's  in  height.  It  is 
t'spt-eially  dt'sirahU'  to  have  tin-  slccpinj''- 
apaitiiu'iits  ahovt'  the  ground  tlo(jr,  and 
a  two-story  t'id)in  will  cost  but  a  trifle 
niort!  than  a  one-story  structure.  In 
furnishino-  such  a  place  many  things 
may  he  taken  from  the  city  home  that 
prohahly  will  he  gladly  spared,  and  will 
serve  admirably  in  the  woods,  where 
simple,  plain,  inexix'iisive  furnishings 
are  the  best.  Tlie  fact  that  they  need 
not  be  carried  back  to  the  city  makes 
them  additionally  desirable. 

After  the  tirst  outlay  —  tlie  cost  of 
erection  — -  the  expense  <»f  maintaining  a 
summer  home  in  the  woods  is  very 
small,  scarcely  to  be  considered.  And 
liotii  of  these  items  maybe  cut  in  half  if 
two  families  unite,  or  two  sets  of  peo])h' 
join  in  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  the  building,  each  family  or  set  of 
peojtlc  to  occiii»y  it  a  part  ot"  the  sum- 
mer, —  as  long  as  a  Imsy  man  usually
